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Highlights 

Overview 

In  the  first  half  of  2010,  the  value  of  Alberta’s  international  goods  exports  rose  by  20.0% 
from  the  same  period  in  2009,  to  $40.3  billion.  This  increase  is  primarily  the  result  of 
higher  prices  and  volumes  of  crude  oil.  Excluding  oil  Alberta  exports  declined 
marginally.  Overall  volumes  fell  by  an  estimated  2.3%  in  the  first  half  of  2010.  In  the 
second  quarter,  exports  increased  by  29.1%  from  the  same  period  in  2009  to  $20.3 
billion  due  to  higher  exports  of  crude  oil,  natural  gas,  chemicals  and  refinery  products. 


Major  Commodities 

On  a year-to-date  basis,  energy  exports  were  sharply  higher:  crude  oil  was  up  55.3%  as  prices 
rose  44%  and  volumes  7.8%;  sulphur  49.2%  due  to  higher  prices;  coal  13.9%  because  of  higher 
volumes;  and  propane  10.6%  because  of  higher  prices.  Canola  fell  on  lower  prices  and 
volumes,  and  wheat  on  lower  prices.  Ethylene  glycol  rose  on  higher  volume  and  prices,  and 
polyethylene  exports  on  higher  prices.  Heavy  refined  petroleum  products,  such  as  diesel  and  jet 
fuel,  more  than  tripled  in  value,  as  a result  of  a surge  in  export  volumes.  Live  cattle  exports 
decreased  slightly  by  0.5%  on  lower  prices  and  exports  of  fresh  boneless  beef  rose  by  2.4% 
due  to  higher  prices.  Lumber  exports  rose  by  130.2%  on  both  higher  prices  and  volumes. 
Chemical  coniferous  and  non-coniferous  wood  pulp  exports  rose  14.1%  and  32.1%, 
respectively,  on  higher  prices.  Nickel  exports  rose  52.4%  on  much  higher  prices. 


Exports  by  Industry 

From  January  to  June  of  2010,  the  value  of  mining  and  energy  exports  increased  by 
31.5%,  compared  to  the  same  period  of  2009.  Although  exports  of  natural  gas  and  gas 
liquids  fell  3.5%,  this  was  more  than  offset  by  strong  growth  of  crude  oil,  coal  and 
sulphur.  Exports  of  primary  agricultural  commodities  fell  by  22.9%  mostly  as  a result  of 
a drop  in  crop  exports  (down  26.5%).  Livestock  exports  fell  slightly  by  0.7%. 
Manufacturing  exports  increased  6.7%  over  the  same  period,  driven  by  large  increases 
in  petroleum  and  coal  products  (up  140.7%),  computer  and  electronic  products  (up 
43.5%),  paper  products  and  wood  pulp  (up  30.2%),  and  primary  metal  products  (up 
21.9%).  Sizeable  declines  were  registered  for  exports  of  food,  feed  and  beverages, 
furniture  and  related  products,  and  fabricated  metal  products. 


Exports  by  Country 

The  U.S.,  China,  and  Japan  maintained  their  positions  as  the  top  three  export 
destinations  for  Alberta.  Exports  to  the  U.S  rose  by  25.9%  driven  by  higher  exports  of 
crude  oil  and  refinery  products,  while  exports  to  China  rose  5.4%  on  higher  exports  of 
ethylene  glycol,  coal  and  sulphur.  Sizeable  losses  in  exports  of  canola  oil  and  coal 
caused  exports  to  Japan  to  fall  by  6.8%.  Exports  to  Mexico,  Alberta’s  fourth  largest 
export  market,  fell  32.2%  on  lower  exports  of  parts  of  boring  and  sinking  machinery 
while  exports  to  South  Korea,  Alberta’s  fifth  largest  market,  advanced  14.2%  on  higher 
exports  of  wheat  and  chemical  wood  pulp.  Among  Alberta’s  major  export  markets,  the 
largest  gain  was  noted  for  the  Netherlands  (up  85.0%  as  a result  of  increases  in  nickel 
and  refined  petroleum),  followed  by  Belgium  (up  58.8%  as  a result  of  a large  increase 
for  nickel)  and  Hong  Kong  (up  52.2%  on  surging  frozen  beef  exports).
